The beast stood four to five feet 


tall on powerfully built flanks and 
•houlders. His antiers made his 
combined height well over six 
feet.

Of course, the highlight of the 


proceedings came about 7 30 p m. 
when members of the Rochelle 
Sportsman s Club attempted to load 
the animal into a small trailer and 
cart him off to Rochelle. 


A half-dozen men strained at the

Heartbroken Dad of Two 
Murdered Sons Dies Friday 


CHICAGO—(m—A despamng. heartbroken father, whose two young 


sons and a companion were brutally murdered less than a month ago 
died Fnday. 


The cause of Anton Schuessler's 


death was described by a physician 
as /'apparently a heart attack " 
He suffered the attack, the doctor 
added, while being given a routine 
electrical shock treatment for a 
depressed state of mind. 


But police and friends of the 42- 


year-old father of the slain boys 
agreed that he died of a broken 
heart. 


"I've Got Nothing" 


Schuessler's wife. Eleanor, 3". 


prostrate at the news of her hus- 
oand's death in a rest home in 
suburban Des Plames. sobbed: 


"It's all the killers' fault. They 


killed the boys and' now they've 
killed Tony. I had everything to 
live for and now I've got nothing." 


The Schuessler's only children. 


John. 13. and Anton Jr.. 11. and 
their neighborhood chum, Robert 
Peterson. 14. were found brutally 
murdered on Oct. 18 at the Robin- 
son Woods forest preserve 


The boys had disappeared from 


their Northwest side home on Sun- 
day. Oct. 16 after leaving home to 
attend a loop movie. 


Schuesslcr -vent without sleep in 


the search for the boys. After the 
buna! of his sons he closed his 
North Sade tailor shop and said he 
would devote all his time in help- 
ing police search for the sadistic 
slayers.

Police have ques- 
tioned some 100,000 persons and 
have pursued every lead.

Jury Finds 
Him Guilty 
Of Murder 


Defense Lawyers 
Want New Trial; 
Hearing Nov. 22 


CHICAGO— UP)— The bi- 


zarre five-day trial of cop-kill- 
er Richard Carpenter ended 
Friday night with a quick 
verdict condemning him to 
death in the electric chair. 


In an hour and 15 minutes of 


deliberation, a jury of eight men 
and four women found the 26-year- 
old gunman guilty of murdering 
detective William J. Murphy as 
the officer tned to arrest nun for 
robbery Aug. 15 


After tailing Murphy, 3*, the 


tngger-happy Carpenter shot and 
wounded another policeman and 
held a terrorized family captive for 
23 hours during on* of Chicago's 
biggest manhunts 


Second Charge 


He also 13 charged with murder- 


ing a radio disk jockey last year. 
He pleaded innocent last month to 
murdering Richard H Dix, 24, who 
was shot to death May 10, 1954, 
while attempting to defend his 
woman companion from a gunman 
who force4 his tway into Dix'* 
automobile. 


Carpenter, who marked his trial 


by staging a hunger strike, rolling 
on the courtroom floor and fighting 
his guards, heaid the verdict 
quietly and without emotion. 


But he returned to his old-type 


benavior while he was being led 
from the courtroom. Despite leg- 
irons and handcuffs, he kicked and 
scuffled with bailiffs "until they 
overpowered him and took him 
away to his cell 


Kef usee to Talk 


The gunman refused to talk with 


newsmen after the trial. 


Murphy's widow said she felt 


"justified" over the verdict 


Carpenter £ two court-appointed 


defense attorneys immediately en- 
tered a motion for a new tnal. 
Hearing on the motion was set for 
Nov. 22. 


The defense never denied that 


Carpenter killed Murphj. Instead, 
it sought to have the husky, dark- 
haired defendant set free or com- 
mitted to a mental institution on 
the ground that he was a psycho- 
path and not responsible for his 
actions at the tune of the slaying 


The prosecution contended that 


Carpenter's courtroom behavior 
was an act to convince the jury 
he was insane. A state psychia- 
trist had examined the taller and 
found him to be psychopathic but 
sane in the sense of knowing the 
difference of right from wrong. 


Murphy, 34. was shot to death on 


a subway platform just south of 
Chicago's loop. He had been seek- 
ing Carpenter for robbery-

Need Something to Warm 
Winter's Icy Chills? 
; 


How About 
A Prefab 
Fireplace? 


By DAVID G. BAIJEUTHER 


Old man winter is beginning to 


send a few advance chills through 
the cracks and crevices around 
our windows and doors to remind 
us that it's a good time to start 
a blaze in the fireplace. Nothing 
like ail open fire to recall your 
savage (or at least Boy Scout) 
background. 


You have no fireplace? Well, Hal 


Boyle says you can't throw a log 
on the television! Maybe you'd 
like to look into prefabricated fire- 
places. Everything seems to be 
prefabricated nowadays—m e a 1 s, 
cocktails, grass for the lawn (you 
can buy it in rolls)—so, even fire- 
places come in a package. 


Has Approval 


A prefabricated fireplace can be 


set up in almost any room. It has 
an Underwriters' Laboratory ap- 
proval for safety, can be installed 
in four to six hours, calls for no 
expensive masonry work, and if 
you want to tackle the job you can 
make it a do-it-yourself project. 


The smell and crackle of logs on 


the andirons seem to be big fac- 
tors in making a house a home. 
Some people are afraid of the 
crackle. For example, this writer 
has a mother who bothers farm- 
ers for miles around to get her a 
nice stock of white birch logs for 
her frieplace. She says white birch 
doesn't crackle and throw sparks 
all over her carpet. Bless her. but 
we'll take oak logs any day. The 
more noise and sparks the mer- 
rier. Just spread an old rug in 
front of the hearth and let the logs 
sputter. 


You can get prefabricated logs, 


too. They have them at most hard- 
ware stores. 


Won't Clash 


Prefabricated 
fireplaces 
are 


made of outer shells of prime 
coated steel, ready to take paint 
to match any interior. Stainless 
steel trim gives the setup a smart 
accent. The firebox is lined with 
suitable ceramic material to stand 
the heat and the unit comes 
equipped with a flexible hearth 
screen to keep sparks from jump- 
ing into your lap. 


The chimney for this kind of a 


fireplace can be installed against 
any wall surface—combustible or 
not. It can be mounted flush with 
the wall, or recessed into the wall. 
The hearth is cantilevered out 15 
inches above the floor (raised fire- 
places seem, to be swanky in the 
newer houses) and the firebox is 
big enough to take logs 27 inches 
long. 


Fix-It-Fonim 


Q—What might cause fairly new- 


hardwood floors to buckle, as they 
have M our house?—L. E 


'A—Dampness causes wood to 


.«»vell and buckle. Kiln-dried floor- j 
ing: readily absorb* moisture and 
should not be installed when sur- 
roundings are damp, itnheated. or 
when the air is humid. This may 
have been overlooked when your 
floor was laid. Also, if waterproof 
building- paper was not installed 
between the sub-floor and finished 
flooring, moisture may have en- 
tered the floor from beneath. 


Snug Installation; Vital 
For Storm Windows 


By MK. FIX 


The key to good storm window 


performance is proper installa- 
tion. When snugly fitted, 
storm 


windows provide a dead-air space 
which is, in itself, a fairly good 
insulator. 


Two thicknesses of window glass 


with an air space in between pro- 
vide approximately 2'i times the 
insulation value of .a single glass. 


In terms of heat loss, this can 


represent quite 
a 
saving. 
But 


storm windows serve other pur- 
poses. They are a barrier against 
high winds and the infiltration of 
cold air (also dust and dirt) from 
the outside. They reduce conden- 
sation of moisture and frosting on 
inside window panes by protecting 
them from the cold oustide air 
which causes condensation. 


Right TooN 


If you have the necessary tools, 


you can make -your own storm 
windrow frames out of wood. Ac- 
tually, thought, there isn't much 
to be said for this practice. 


Besides being punished "by the 


weather, storm sash generally are 
put up and taken dorm each year. 
This is tough on them, and unless 
they are better built than most 
homemade storm windows we've 
seen, they won't stand up long 
under the beatine. 


Of 
course you can 
construct 


your own storm windows using 
the rolled aluminum frame sec- 
tions now widely available in 
hardware stores. On the other 
hand, if you prefer wooden sash, 
vou can buy them ready-made 
from lumber and building supply 
dealers. 
The 
wooden 
sash 
fit 


standard window openings 
and 


are comparatively inexpensive. 


Budget Problem 


Plan your installation 
before- 


hand. If 
you have 
a 
budget 


problem, why not install a few 
storm sash this year and the re- 
mainder next year? If 
you do, 


install them first on the side of 
the house that faces prevailing 
winter winds. 


Ready-made 
wooden sash re- 


quire little preparation before in- 
stallation. But usually it will be 
necessary 
to 
plane 
the 
sides 


(stiles) 
and 
top 
and 
bottom 


frails) Tor a snug fit. Approxima- 
tely equal amounts should 
be 


planed off of all four sides. 


The first step is to mark off the j 


upper and lower widths of the 
window opening on a stick of 
wood. Transfer the measurements 
to the storm sahs. making pencil 
marks on the stiles. Using a 


U$e[sill as guide in 
mocking cut-off line 
on bottom rail- 
saw and plane to line 


Measure window casing 
mark and plane storm 
sash to width. 


Mark cut-off line 
on top rail with 
bottom of sash in 
the opening. 


Fitting ready-made wooden storm wash to window- casings is a 


fairly simple matter of sawing and planing. 


straight-edge board as a guide, 
draw lines through tlie marks the 
entire length of each stile. 


PJane to Size 


Plane the stiles down to the 


lines, then place the sash in the 
window frame. Using the outside 
nindow sill as a guide, pencil a 
line on the bottom rail of the 
storm sash and indicate the slope 
of the sill on the side edges of 
the sash. 


Before sawing or planing down 


to these lines, make certain an 
equal amount can be removed 
from the top rail. If not. the lines 
should 
be adjusted.

chard need pruning. Is there any 
place I can go to learn from an 
expert when and how to prune? 


A— Other than taking; a course

I sug- 
gest securing the tree bulletins on 
fruit culture from your local coun- 
ty agricultural agent. These easily 
understood bulletins are well writ- 
ten and illustrated.

DO . . . apply laminated plastic 


.0 plywood, at least three-quarters 
of an inch thick, whenever possi- 
ble. 


DO ... if necessary to apply a 


plastic top to a solid wood table, 
ask your dealer whether a special 
backing is necessary on the un- 
derside of the wood to prevent 
warping. 


DO . . . cut the plastic with a 


fine-toothed hand or power saw. 
keeping the decorative side face 
up when using a hand saw. face 
down when using a power saw. 


DO . . . use either contact ce- 


ment or a good quality, water-re- 
sistant adhesive, remembering that 
clamping or weighting down the 
plastic is necessary with the latter. 


DO . . . smooth the edg?s of the 


plastic with a file after (*e bond- 
ing material is thoroughly dry. 


DOXJT . . . apply the plastic un- 


til you are certain that all paint, 
old glue or other foreign material 
has been removed from the wood- 
en surface. 


DOX'T . . . forget that .while 


the plastic is hard and extremely 


durable once it has been bonded 
to wood, it should be handled with 
care 
before bonding to 
avoid 


cracking. 


DON'T . . . neglect to wear gog- 


gles if you cut the plastic with a 
power saw, since the saw will 
throw back minute particles of th« 
plastic. 


DON'T . . . allow air bubbles to 


get between the plastic and th« 
wood when using contact cement, 
a possibility that can be avoided 
by rolling down the newly-bonded 
top with ..an ordinary rolling pin. 


Q—Please advise me about some 


madonna lilies which were spring 
planted, eight inches deep, but 
failed to bloom. The foliage was 
very poor. 


A—Madonna lily bulbs, must be 


planted in a well-drained sunny lo- 
cation with two inches of soil over 
the top. The soil should be rather 
sandy. Dig the bulbs up now and 
replant if they are still plump and 
healthy.

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A Professor Looks al Education 


Citizens who shirk their responsibilities for public edu- 


cation are forming school policy just as much as those who 
work actively for better schools. 


If they don't like what the professional educators pro- 


vide, they must take a share of the blame, says a University 
of Illinois educator. 


Citizens must study their own responsibility for edu- 


cation as carefully as professional educators are expected to 
study theirs, urges Prof. Herbert M. Hamlin of the Univer- 
sity's College of Education in his new book, "The Public and 
Its Education." 


Prof. Hamlin is a specialist in agricultural education, an 


area in which citizens' committees have been active since 
1907. He himself has worked with such committees for more 
than 35 years and is also experienced in the adult education 
field. He is author of the book, "Citizens Committees in the 
Public Schools," published in 1952. 
*

;* 


Prof. Hamlin's new book suggests how to go about im- 


proving schools—the actions which may be taken by school 
boards, citizens' committees, parent-teacher groups, and 
others.' Also included is a listing of available literature on 
education and addresses of organizations publishing such 
material. 


An effective citizens' committee must be made up of in- 


dividuals representing the voters in general rather than any 
special organization, institution, or faction. The members 
of such a committee will be more likely to work together well 
over a period of years and more likely to agree on policies in 
the public interest, Prof. Hamlin has observed. 


Far from being the creation of professional educators 


only, pur present public education system has evolved to fill 
specific needs or in response to actual public demand, ac- 
cording to Prof. Hamlin. 


Much of what we take for granted in public education 


today did not exist in the first American schools, he says. 
The idea of education for everybody—from kindergarten to 
adult classes without discriminating as to race, sex, or other 
consideration—is relatively new. The first schools in this 
country were all private. * 
* 
* 


That our schools have changed so much—or even at all 


—is astonishing in the light of the resistance to change 
which has always existed among educators as well as the 
public, he says. Many of the weaknesses which have been 
laid at the door of "progressive education" are actually due 
to the schools' failure to adapt to new situations. 


Attacks on the schools are by no means new, and schools 


should be alert to profit from criticism when it is justified, 
he says. Among theiri "enemies of long-standing," accord- 
ing to Prof. Hamlin are persons who believe that education 
is a private affair, who do not want to spend money for 
schools, who believe most people cannot be educated, or who 
would like to dominate school policies but have been unable 
to do so. 


The Illinois educator believes citizens must make their 


own evaluation of the job the schools are doing and deter- 
mine for themselves the goals toward- which public educa- 
tion should be working. In many communities they are al- 
tors, teachers and pupils, he notes, 
ready doing this through making their own studies of the 
school in cooperation with boards of education, administra-

The Editor Was Quick 011 the Trigger. ./Frisky Phil... Obituary for Billy the Kid

•The October issue of "The Quill." a magazine for 


journalists Included one of the most interesting stories 
we've read recently. It dealt with the 
old frontier editors of the Southwest 
in a day when the editors had to be 
just as quick on the trigger as the 
gunmen were.

I was not one of those newspapermen who came 


across the old Santa Fe Trail in covered wagon days, 
and I've always regretted it. But I've had a lot of vicari- 
ous pleasure out of reading the New Mexico newspapers 
of the 1870s and 580s. 


Sitting in the file rooms of the Albuquerque Journal 


and Albuquerque Tribune, in the stacks of the Library 
at Highland University, and in the research library at the 
Museum of New Mexico, I have "lived" some of those 
swashbuckling days. I have stood beside a reporter for 
the Las Vegas Gazette who interviewed Billy the Kid. 
I have watched Black Jack Ketchum. the last South- 
western train robber, walk quietly up the steps of the 
gallows. And I have watched the fabulous Clay Allison 
shoot it out in the old St. James Hotel in Cimarron. 


But best of all, I have smiled, chuckled and even belly 


laughed at some of the items I have come across. 


Often, newspapers of the southwestern frontier 


towns were operated by printers who cared lit- 
tle about news coverage; but once in awhile there 
came along a newspaperman who covered the 
news of his day and also wrote entertaining: 
sometimes with his tongue in his check—or his 
foot in his mouth! 
I have been collecting- samples of the lighter side of 


frontier journalism for years, and some of these items 
stajid out as classics. 


Years ago I used a few of these items in an article 


for The American Spectator, the "literary newspaper" 
that George Jean Nathan, Ernest Boyd, Sherwood Ander- 
son, James Branch Cabell and Eugene O'Neill edited 
briefly. I don't suppose they would mind if I plagiarize 
myself with a couple of those examples of unique jour- 
nalism. 


The gem of them all was the interview a Las Vegas 


(N.M.) Gazette reporter had With General Phil Sheridan 
in. 1883. The General seems to have been a difficult man 
to interview, and the Gazette on a previous occasion had 
described him as "a little, hump-backed, bullet-headed 
Irishman with a bloated face."

The interview with the General was page one stuff. 


Here it is in its entirety, including the many banks in 
the head, which was the style of the day:

General Phil Sheridan and staff passed through the 


city yesterday in an elegant private coach bound for 
Washington. The party is in excellent spirits as the fol- 
lowing will show. 


Reporter—hat in hand and smiling blandly—"General, 


I am a member of the great daily press. I have been 
deputized by the owners of the Las Vegas Gazette to 
propound to you a lew interrogations. 


"Where are you going. General? 
Where have you 


been traveling to; and what is your program in the 
future?" 


General Sheridan responded thusly: 
"It is none of your 
business, sir. 


There the interview ended. 
Also in the Gazette, as in a, number of other New 


Mexico papers, there were tongue-in-cheek yarns about 
Billy the Kid. the notorious outlaw, for New Mexico ed- 
itors took the Kid much less seriously than some his- 
torians today. 


For example, the Las Graces Gazette, of May 15. 


1SS1. 
reported, relative to the Kid's famous escape from 


jail: 


"Billy the Kid was to have had his neck 


stretched today. But since he has taken Trench 
leave from the Lincoln county jail, the matinee 
has been indefinitely postponed." 
In the vears since that day, millions of words have 


been written about the Kid and his escape, but to me 
one of the most delightful stories of that historic occa- 
sion is an anecdote that the late Jack Potter, cowman, 
trail driver and yarn spinner, told me a few years ago. 


After killing his jailers, the Kid, wearing leg irons, 


hobbled down the stairs and out to the shack where Old 
Man Goss, the cook, held sway. 


"Dad." the Kid said, "I've a delicate job for you. 


While I squat down and put those leg irons across a 
piece of stove wood, I want you to cut them in two. 
And be careful with that ax!" The Kid held a forty- 
five in his hand but made no threats to the old man. 


The cook se%"ered the leg irons and the Kid was on 


his way. 


Later Dad Goss was asked why he had not hit the 


Kid in the head with the ax while he was squatting over 
the stove wood. 


"Well," Dad Goss replied, "the Kid could 


have jtot me. He would have been a fraction of a 
second faster." The old man brightened and went 
on, "Furthermore, I liked the Kid. He was al- 
ways bragging on my sourdough biscuits." 
It was only a couple months later that Sheriff Pat 


Garrett trapped the Kid in Pete Maxwell's home hi Fort 
Sumner and shot him to death. 


The Santa Fe Weekly Democrat covered his demise 


with this irreverent report: 


OBITUARY 


With His Boots On 


Billy Bonny, alias Antrim, alias Billy the Kid. the 


twenty-one year old desperado, who is known to have 
killed sixteen^ men. and who boasted that he killed a 
man for every year of his life, will no more take de- 
liberate aim at his fellow man and kill him. just to keep 
in practice. He is dead; and he died so suddenly that 
he did not have time to be interviewed by a preacher or 
to sing rranns or to pray before that vital spark had 
flown, so we cannot say positively that he has clum 
the shining ladder and entered the pearly gates. 


The bullet that struck him left a pistol in the hands 


of Pat Garrett, at Fort Sumner. last Saturday morning, 
about half-past 12 a. m. in the room of Pete Maxwell. 
Governor Wallace will now breathe easier, as well as 
many others whom he had threatened to shoot on sight. 


«No sooner had the floor caught his descending form 


which had a pistol in one hand and a knife in the other. 


than there was a strong odor of brimstone in the air, 
and a dark figure with the wings of a dragon, claws like 
a tiger, eyes like balls of fire, and horns like a bison, 
hovered over the corpse for a moment, and .with a fiend- 
ish laugh, said "Ha, ha! 
This is my meat!" and then 


sailed off through the window. He did not leave his card, 
but he is a gentleman well known to us by reputation, 
and thereby hangs a "tail." 


It was the kind of goings-on that the Kid was respon- 


sible for that moved the e ditor of the Las Vegas Gazette 
to comment in the Gazette of May 11, 1878: 


"New arrivals In Lincoln County now com- 


mence their letters to friends in the East thusly: 
'This is a hell of a country to live In.' They should 


- not do this. It is not only bad taste but tends to 


give the easterner a bad impression of the coun- 
try. 
And, of course, we cannot condone such pro- 


fane language." 
Political feuds were usually bitter, but once In awhile, 


an editor or writer would report the facts in a lighter 
vein. 
Here are some excerpts from a report of a Re- 


publican meeting in Valencia County, New Mexico, on 
October 10, 1888: 


"All 
the people howled at the tattered gang 


from Albuquerque." 


"There are no Democrats left in Los Lunas, 


and those at Belen have the smallpox . . . 


"Huning furnished the wine and Co. Frank 


Chavez made 15 speeches in three languages. . . . 


"There were several Democrats there who 


were drunk in three languages and sober in 
none." 
In New Mexico there was great rivalry between Al- 


buquerque and Las Vegas, N. M. The Las Vegas Gazette 
never missed an opportunity to jibe at'the "village of Al- 
buquerque." 


After a reported sandstorm in Albuquerque in June. 


1880, Editor W. G. Koogler, of the Gazette, commented: 


"During the recent gale in Albuquerque, which 


blew boulders as big as pumpinks and ripped the 
water mains out of the streets, an old Chinaman 
v.-as observed in the eastern part of the village 


• calmly flying a kite. The kite was made of an 


old iron shutter with a log chain for a tail.'" 
In the same vein, here's an editorial comment three 


years later." 


"The Albuquerque Democrat is raising a 


howl because there is so much shooting on the 
street* of that city. It is all on account of the 
sand which sets In the eyes of the pedestrians, 
and irritating them -to such a degree that they 
get fighting mad and pull down on anything." 
The editor of the Cimarron News-Press undoubtedly 


enjoyed writing the piece about his printer's devil in 
1876. 
In describing the Centennial Ball at Cimmaron, 


he wrote: 


"The devil was dressed in the editor's best 


suit. He wore broadcloth pants. Jiighheeled boots, 
with one pants-leg in boot: plug hat. style of 1865; 
ruffled shirt, front stained with tobacco juice. 
Bowie knife in boot-leg, belt of cartridges and .45 
Colt's six-shooters. The belt was adorned with a 
string- of Indian scalps. Bottle of 'Sudden Death' 
in hip pocket. The 'devil' danced like an Apache. 
He whooped like a Comanche and said he was a 
wolf and wanted to howl. 
The boys laid him 


away in the backyard on a bench by 10 o'clock 
for fear he might hurt someone."

Improper Shoes Are Cause 
Of Discomforting Bullions 


By EDWLS P. JORDAN, M.D. 


Bunions are both common and 


paniful. They are located at the 
base of the big toes, which, in the 
acute variety, become enlarged, 
red and extremely tender to pres- 
sure. 


Two kinds of treatment 
are 


used. One involves an operation 
and the other is nonsurgical. 


The first one to try. of course, 


is the nonsurgical. This requires 
the use of shoes which are. large 
and round in the toes, thus pre- 
venting pressure on the bunion. 
Complete removal of pressure for 
a long time is helpful. 


A hole cut in the shoe may be 


necessary. Going barefoot is a 
possibility for those who live in 
country areas and are not too 
seriously exposed to the dangers 
of lockjaw or tetanus. This is sug- 
gestion by the fact that primitive 
people do not get bunions: 


SUCH MEASUKES may be 


enough in the early and acute 
stage of bunions. 
If 
the 
toe 


straightens out and the inflamma- 
tion disappears, nothing more need 
to be done except exercising care 
in She choice ol shoes. 


Surgery may be necessary if a 


bunion does not yield to other 
methods. 


The bunion is frequently associ- 


ated with the accumulation of 
fluid in Ihe joint lying al the base 
of the big loe. This fluid can be 
removed by « needle in some 
cases. A cut can be made which 
•nil! xllow the fluid to drain o*' 
and She yweUing to decrease. 


FIXA1XY, THE OPERATION 


which is necessary in bad cases is 
called a burscctomy. This involves 
the removal of some oT the exces- 
sive bone and soft tissue which go 
to make up the bunion. 


The operation is usually followed : 


by placing the foot and toes in a. 
plaster of Paris cas* -which -will; 
hold them in a correct position an-; 
til the wound made by the opera-, 
lion has had a chance lo heal. 


Mr*. L., in a recent letter, asks, 


whether the operation for bunions 
is always successful. One must say 
frankly that it i» not always, but 
that it usually is satisfactory. 


SOME INDEED are most en- 


thusiastic about this operation and 
one man wrote me not long- ago 
that he was so pleased he wanted 
to tell the whole world about it. 


He said, "I suffered plenty with 


them but at the age of 38 .had 
them removed. No one."' he said, 
"should suffer with bunions the 
way I did."

A» I write a column this week—the time when the entire country 


lias finished the season of 4-H and recognized its achievements—it 
seems only right to talk mostly about this. We've summarized Lee 
County's record and are mighty proud 'of it. 


We had 18 girls' 4-H clubs with 378 members this past summer. 


These clubs were led by 38 adult leaders and 26 ^rv tJ 
junior leaders. Junior leaders are older club mem- **"'•'- 
beis who help with various details of leadership in 
their club—doing some of the chores to lift "the 
load" of the adult leaders. 


Of these 378 Home EC. 4-H members enrolled at 


the beginning of the 4-H season, 312 "completed" 
or became achievement members this fall. 
This 


gave Lee County a record of 90% achievement. To 
become an achievement member a 4-H club girl or 
boy has to do five things: (1) enroll in at least one 
pioject and complete the minimum icquiiements of 
that pioject. Peihaps its making six handiciaft articles, six baked 
products, 12 flower arrangements, etc. 
(2) The member has to give 


a talk or demonstration on the club piogram. This talk may be on 
any phase of 4-H project. 4-H activity, meetings attended or even the 
hobby of the member. 
(3) The member must exhibit her woik at 


some public meeting to show others what she has done 
(4) The 


member must attend two-thirds of the meetings after she em oils. Most 
clubs have a deadline on enrollment. (5) The 4-H membei must keep 
an up-to-date and accurate record book and hand it in to the 4-H leadei 
for summaiization at the end of the year. 


These five requirements are not difficult and are within the capa- 


city of any 4-H'er between the age of 10 and 21—the years of 4-H 


When a 4-H club has 75% or 


more of its members achievement 
members, it becomes known as 
an achievement club and thus 
g-ami a seal for the club charter. 
This charter is generally framed 
and is in possession of club lead- 
ers. Seventeen of Lee County's 18 
Home EC. 4-H clubs 
received 


achievement club seals for their 
club charters during this past 
year. 


Much Work 


The amount of work done by 


the 378 Home EC. <-H members 
this past year ii impressive. One

hundred ninety-four girls finished 
Clothing; making 573 garments; 
buying teven garments (Buying 
Clothing' project). Two hundred 
tighty-fiv* finished foods projects 
with 1.220 recipes prepared and 
1,1J24 meals planned and served. 
Canning was a project finished by 
only five girls, but they canned 
559 quarts of food. Twenty-three 
girls finished the freezing project, 
freezing 1.196 quarts and 512 Ibs. 


In the 4-H activities —(the extra 


cttrricular part of the 4-H pro- 
gram)— training to help the 4-H 
girl was also rendered. Three hun- 
dred sixty-two were trained in giv- 
in? demonstrations, 304 received 
recreation leadership, 80 were as- 
sisted in safety and 212 assisted 
in health activity.

Mock Attack 
By Bomber 
Becomes Real 


SAN DIEGO, Calif, ijft — Sailors 


brushed by death said today mira- 
cles saved them when a make-be- 
lieve attack by a Navy bomber 
:umed into a real and deadly- 
crash aboard the destroyer Hope- 
well Friday. 


The Skyraider bomber struck 


the U. S. warship's superstructure 
and exploded in a sheet of flames 
a few feet from an ammunition 
magazine. 


Five men were killed—three on 


the bomber and two at their work 
in the destroyer's office. Five'oth- 
ers of the Ho'pewell crew of 20.0 
were burned. 


But the ammunition didn't ex- 


plode. "I don't know why. it did- 
n't," said Cmdr. MarkM. Ganta, 
the skipper. 


Gantar also credited the cour- 


age of his crew jand the crews of 
the destroyers Yamal arid Inger- 
soll with saving- his ship. 


The other destroyers helped fight 


blazing gasoline from the bomber 
—sprayed over the ship and - run- 
ning in streams into the ammuni- 
tion magazine and engine room.

Butler, speaking to a University of 
North Carolina Young Democratic 
rally at Chapel Hill, was referring 
to the GOP Policy Committee staff 
"memorandum'' which was made 
public in Washington Friday. 


Cites Articles 


That memo, which said individ- 


ual senators on the committee were 
not necessarily- responsible for 
statements it contains, asserted: 


•> "The left wing Democrats have 
opened the campaign of 1256 with 
two magazine articles — published 
almost simultaneously — by Alger 
Hiss and Dean Acheson . . , The 
appearance of the articles suggests 
that the two friends are together 
again. Th-eir efforts are a clear 
signal that a determined effort will 
be made to capture the Democrat- 
ic nomination for a left winger."' 


Neither Acheson nor Hiss could

The NCAA announced in Kansas 


City Friday that the District Four 
telecast of the Big 10 game would 
not be released in Iowa because 
"the unauthorized telecast of the 
Iowa-Minnesota game last Satur- 
day by KRNT-TV of. Des Momes, 
Iowa, violated the understandings 
in effect between the NCAA and 
the CBS television network," and 
because CBS had failed, to give 
assurance against future violations. 


•We're Obligated' 


CBS replied, over the signature 


of senior counsel Charles Wood- 
ward, that it regretted "the un- 
authorized action of KRNT-TV." 
But Woodward added, in a letter 
to Asa Bushnell, director of the 
NCAA television program: 


"Our contract with the Big 10 


grants us the right to carry the 
Illinois-Wisconsin game in Sioux 
City. We are contractually obli 
gated to our affiliated station in 
that city to furnish the program to 
it. Accordingly, we do not plan to 
withhold the program from Sioux 
City." 


This drew from Walt Byers, ex- 


ecutive director of the NCAA, the 
statement that "CBS is apparently 
prepared to disregard certain basic 
agreements and commitments it 
has with the NCAA." 


Byers added: "The implications 


are serious. It is a matter for the 
lawyers to unravel now."
